point of peyloning. 

By tracing these lines on the map it 
will be seen that the bite in the north- 
east’Gorner of Utah is added‘ to Dakota, 
and a yery,Jarge poriion of what was 
‘Idaho is transferred to Dakota, and that 
neither Nebraska nor Montana touches 
Utah at any’ point, contrary, to what ‘is 
generally understood te be the case.
